THE DAM MUST BE IN 
When the leading electric util­ 
ity of the area suddenly decides 
it wants to make use of a public 
dam it becomes obvious that the 
battle is lost by those who op­ 
pose the structure. 
The Pen- 
elec and the W arren Electric 
Cooperative, Inc. have teamed 
up to ask for perm its to study 
the possibilities of a joint effort 
to use Allegheny river dam for 
power purposes. 
This is called unprecedented 
we suppose because a cooperative 
and a hard-shelled private in­ 
dustry are working together on a 
joint project 
The cooperative 
would build a plant to use the 
run-of-river-flow and the Pen- 
elec would use coal to augment 
low-season flow. 
If there is any industry in the 
nation which opposes public darns 
it is the electric power group. 
When any portion of this industry 
asks to have a part in a dam 
you can be sure that the facility 
has overcome its usual oppos­ 
ition, both apparent and behind 
the scenes. 
We propose that a very long 
look be taken before we rush 
into any project involving private 
power hooked up with the Com - 
planter dam. 
We say this be­ 
cause it was not the original pur­ 
pose of this dam either to pro­ 
vide power or to prevent floods. 
The primary purpose was to 
control the w ater’s content and 
to provide multiple use advan­ 
tages. 
One simple example is the 
plan for water release. 
We 
have two choices. Either we can 
release the water from the top 
o r from the bottom. 
Many are 
urging the bottom method be­ 
cause the water is much colder 
and will provide a variety of 
fishing in tile river such as we 
never have experienced. 
But the release of that water 
will be affected by power plans. 
These, of course, can be c ir­ 
cumvented, but if those who see 
the dam as a great attraction for 
all who are looking for out­ 
door sport, and will spend m il­ 
lions of dollars in this area 
every year, wish to assure the 
utmost utilization of such a po­ 
tential, the electric power plans 
should be examined very close­ 
ly and must conform in such 
a way that broad use of the dam, 
the lake, and the many miles of 
improved river downstream will 
not be adversely affected. 
It amuses us that one of the 
arguments presented in favor of 
the power plan is that it will 
use Pennsylvania coal. 
We al­ 
ways 
have 
considered 
water 
power as a means of conserv­ 


ing coal. 
The difference between a plant 
which is solely dependent on 
coal and one that is not is the 
full tim e use of coal by one and 
the saving of coal by the other 
through 
its 
water 
system in 
months when the water is in 
sufficient supply. 
For over twenty years this 
w riter has been pounding out 
articles on the dam. 
For over 
twenty years he has been seeking 
out authorities on electric power 
and water use. He has met the 
supporters and the opposition on 
all levels. 


It now seems strange that the 
private power interests suddenly 
believe that this is a practical 
means of supplying electricity for 
its many custom ers. According 
to the census-takers, 
Warren 
county’s 
population 
has not 
changed enough to have any mean­ 
ing other than our proclivity for 
standing still Thus if power from 
the dam is a good idea today, 
why was it not even more so 
ten, fifteen, and twenty years ago 
when power plants dependent on 
coal were even m ore crude than 
they are today? 
It suggests that some of the 
opposition to the dam has come 
from the usual quarters, even 
though it may have been quietly 
accomplished. 
It also suggests 
that the opposition may be giving 
up and now wants to make the 
most of the dam for its own pur­ 
poses. 


If this is not so why have we 
not seen support for the dam 
strongly presented by private 
power down through the years? 
It would have been a great help 
if we could have had engineers 
saying that this dam would give 
us flood control, pollution reduc­ 
tion, a varied recreation pro­ 
gram, and electric power. 
The next ones we may hear 
from 
are 
the navigation en 
thusiasts. Suddenly it may occur 
to them that an adequate flow of 
water 
in 
the 
place 
of the 
1.2-foot level we have seen in 
September will help float boats. 
And boats, if we are not m isin­ 
formed, are a m ajor part of 
navigation. 


We also may hear from the 
clean stream s group, which is 
about as useless and as blind 
an organization as you will find 
existing in these parts. 
It ac­ 
tually has opposed the dam be­ 
cause it hasn't been able to see 
that more water will mean a 
cleaner river. 
If they suddenly 
climb the bandwagon we are apt 
to feel so crowded and uncom­ 
fortable that we will gladly give 
up our seat to the current crop 
of bowers and scrapers who are 
about to point with pride to that 
monument to progress, as you 
no doubt will hear it described 
in various windy bits of bombast 
soon to come. 
Welcome aboard, mates, but 
let us keep alert to the real pur­ 
pose of this ship we sail, less 
we scuttle it in the first rough 
sea and come about with no more 
than a scow. Improvements and 
full use we do want, but every 
change and adjustment should be 
studied well. 


Khrush 
Does 
UsA 
Favor

There was a time when I was 
tempted to go out, by dark of 
night, and calk on the walls of 
New 
York: 
“ Khrushchev 
Go 
Home!” 
But it becomes more apparent 
daily what a short-sighted policy 
that would have been. 
If he 
really intends to stay here to see 
the New Year in, so much the 
better. Day by day in every way 
since his arrival, Mr. Khrush­ 
chev and his swarming satellites 
have unwittingly been the best 
argument extant for the demo­ 
cratic way of life. 
Behind 
the 
Iron 
Curtain 
Khrushchev's disregard of even 
the basic amenities of life and 
his contempt for decent manners, 
which make possible communi­ 
cation between men, can be veiled 
from world-wide exposure about 
99 percent of the time. 


But during the current session 
of the U. N. General Assembly 
the basic brutishness of the man 
has been on display day after day. 
Every 
time 
this 
gross 
man 
crudely interrupts a speaker, as 
he 
did 
Prim e M inister Mac­ 
millan, and every time he leads 
the Communist drum chorus by 
pounding noisily on his desk when 
some speaker displeases him, he 
adds another cubit to the stature 
of the free world. 
“ Who takes their nammers 
from the Ape, Their habits from 
the Bear, Indulge the loud un­ 
seemly jape, 
And never brush 
their hair.” 


This quatrain is a favorite 
from 
“ Bad Child’s 
Book 
of 
Beasts” by Hilaire Belloc, who 
seems not only to have antici­ 
pated Khrushchev but also Fidel. 
By taking his public manners 
from the ape and his habits from 
the bear, Khrushchev has done 
as much to cause the new na­ 
tions of Africa and the neutral 
ones of the Near, Middle and 
F ar East to re-examine their 
relations 
with communism as 


have 
his 
attacks 
against the 
United Nations 
and Secretary 
General Hammarskjold. 
To many new and small na­ 
tions, their membership in the 
United 
Nations 
is 
the 
most 
treasured 
status 
symbol they 
possess. 
And, 
to 
an 
equal 
number, 
good manners equate 
with 
civilization 
and culture. 
Khrushchev by his gross con­ 
tempt of both the U.N. and of a 
decent standard of conduct has 
done more to advance our cause 
than anyone dared hope when the 
General 
Assembly 
meeting 
began. 
So I am completely out of 
sympathy with Vox Pop who con­ 
tinues to write letters to the 
newspapers decrying the pres­ 
ence 
of Khrushchev 
and his 
minions in the United States. My 
only prayer is that they continue 
in their offensive routine, alarm ­ 
ing 
the 
neutral 
nations 
and 
scaring the bejabbers out of the 
uncommitted ones. 
The self-exposure of theCom- 
munist 
bloc 
at 
the 
General 
Assembly has been a thing of 
beauty and may yet be a joy 
forever to the democratic side. 


Who, after Castro’s four-and-a- 
half-hour 
speech 
before 
the 
Assembly, with its fulgent praise 
of communism and Khrushchev, 
and his mutual admiration m eet­ 
ings with the Russian, can ever 
again believe that Fidel and his 
chicken-picken’ h a n d s 
aren’t 
dedicated I IO percent to the Com­ 
munist cause? 
And what irony there is in 
Khrushchev’s request to the New 
York 
police, 
whose 
vigilant 
guardianship he has been pro­ 
testing, for protection in at least 
one quarter. He has given orders 
that he is not to be Ixjthered 
by and will not receive any of 
the many refugees here who are 
begging for a chance to ask the 
Russian Prem ier to permit a 
wife, children or parents behind 
the Iron Curtain to come to the 
United States. 


So far, the Khrushchev perfor­ 
mance at the U. N. has con­ 
stituted a much-needed plus for 
our side. 
F ar from Chasing 
him home, I favor giving him 
more rope.

“ Contrary to other claim s,the 
complaint charges that National 
Association of Bible Schools is 
not a recognized accrediting a- 
gency for Bible schools, but is,, 
a corporation organized by the 
individual 
respondents to ac­ 
credit their own correspondence 
schools for the purpose of at­ 
tempting to give them respecta­ 
bility. 
“ A further allegation is that 
respondents' honorary diplomas 
are not conferred for educational 
or m inisterial achievement, as 
claimed, but are given to anyone 
willing and able to pay for them.”

FALSE DRUG ADVERTISING 
The National Drug Plan, Inc. 
of Washington, which sells drugs, 
prescriptions, and pharmaceuti­ 
cals by mail, has been charged 
with false advertising. 
“ The FTC’s complaint against 
the company and its president, 
Aaron Abranson, alleges they do 
not sell only to “ select Occupa­ 
tion Croups” but to everyone. 
“ Also challenged is the claim 
that on prescriptions and vita­ 
mins participants save 25% to 
50% from the price they would 
have to pay in their respective 
communities. 
“ According to the complaint, 
purchasers of prescriptions can­ 
not save any stated amount as 
costs differ in different locali­ 
ties depending upon the brand 
of drugs used and the amount 
added for professional services 
in compounding the prescrip­ 
tions. 


“ Purported savings on vita­ 
mins are based on fair trade 
prices, which are substantially 
higher than the amounts at which 
vitamins can be purchased in the 
many non-fair trade localities, 
the complaint alleges. 
“ Contrary to other claims, 
the complaint states, the com­ 
pany does not operate on a vol­ 
ume basis, many prescriptions 
are not compounded by it but 
are purchased from others, the 
D istrict of Columbia does not 
inspect pharmacies, andthecom­ 
pany cannot fill all prescriptions 
since those containing narcotics 
cannot 
be 
sent 
through th e 
m ails.”

NEWS IN BRIEF 


FROM SEPTEMBER FILES 
The 
W arren 
State 
Police 
barracks investigated 18 acci­ 
dents during the month of Sep­ 
tember in which they reported 
a total of four deaths as a re ­ 
sult of these mishaps. Sergeant 
John Krupey reports that 155 
traffic arre sts were made, and 
23 traffic complaints were an­ 
swered. 
Twenty-seven persons 
arrested on crim inal counts, and 
91 criminal complaints were reg­ 
istered. 
Although the number of acci­ 
dents on the county roads under 
the jurisdiction of the State Po­ 
lice has declined as compared 
with figures for the past six 
years, the number of deaths as 
a result of these accidents is 
ahead of the average pace. 
To date in 1960 thirteen p er­ 
sons have been killed in ten

THE NEUTRALIST INTERVENTION 


By Walter Lippmann 


The intervention of the five 
neutrals, which was made last 
Friday, has for its object the 
renewal of diplomatic contact, 
now broken, between theU.S.S.R. 
and the U.S.A. 
As a means of 
accomplishing this, the neutrals 
ask “ as a first urgent step” 
the renewal of contact between 
M r. Eisenhower and Mr. Khru­ 
shchev. 
This has been inter­ 
preted as meaning personal con­ 
tact, a face-to-face reconcilia­ 
tion between the two men, and 
some rem arks of Mr. Nkrumah 
support this interpretation. 
But the draft resolution of­ 


fered by the five neutrals is 
carefully worded. 
It does not 
specifically 
call for personal 
contact. 
Its purpose would be 
realized if official diplomatic 
contact were restored, and to 
this the President in his state­ 
ment on Sunday agreed. 
The door is, therefore, open 
unless Mr. K. slams it shut and 
locks and bolts it. 


* * * 
In emphasizing the distinction 
between personal contact and dip­ 
lomatic contact, we shall, I be­ 
lieve, be thinking realistically. 
Since the U-2 and the aftermath 


at P aris in May, Mr. K. has con­ 
ducted a violent feud against Mr, 
Eisenhower personally. The cru­ 
cial question is whether this 
irreconcilable personal feud is 
separate from or is part of an 
irreconcilable and lasting feud 
between the Soviet Union and 
the United States. 
The neutrals assume, or at 
least they hope, that the per­ 
sonal feud is transitory, and 
that underneath it there still 
exists the possibility of and the 
need for negotiations. 
For my 
own part, I am not sure that 
they are right, that is to say 
right in believing that* if the 
personal feud were healed, nego­ 
tiation would be resumed. 
I 
hope they are right. 
But there 
are some disturbing signs that 
since the U-2, which was a per­ 
sonal humiliation for M r. K., 
there has been a real change 
of course in Soviet policy. But, 
be that as it may, the neutrals 
are right in refusing to accept 
the defeatist view that diplomatic 
negotiation cannot be renewed. 
The neutrals will be wiser, 
it seems to me, not to empha­ 
size, not to press too hard for, 
a personal meeting. 
Both men 
have been humiliated, Khrush­ 
chev by the avowal that we had 
some kind of right to fly over 
his territory, Mr. Eisenhower 
by the insults heaped upon him. 
Both men were angry. 
They 
cannot forgive and forget. They 
cannot be expected to meet and 
talk away their quarrel and shake 
hands. Nothing can be done with 
this quarrel except to outlive it. 
What can be done, however, is 
to restore diplomatic contact at 
lower levels. 
Even this cannot 
be done quickly because Mr. 
Gromyko and Mr. H erter dare 
not forget or forgive the quarrel 
of their chiefs. 
* * * 
The U. N. is faced with the 
question of whether the Eisen- 
hower-Khrushchev quarrel will 
be 'prolonged into the next Ad­ 
ministration. 
It may be. 
We 
cannot be sure that Mr. K. is 
not on a new1 line — one of 
intransigent cold war. 
It is 
also possible that the candidates 
may talk themselves into a box 
where they are in honor bound 
to continue the feud — to show 
how brilliantly they can stand 
up to Mr. K. by making it im ­ 
possible to sit down with him. 
If so, the prospect is dark. 
An irreparable break which split 
the world, which broke the United 
Nations, might not lead to war, 
but it would surely lead to wide­ 
spread disorder and violence in 
all the continents and to a con­ 
dition of profound and universal 
uneasiness. 
It is the duty of 
the nations which are not d ir­ 
ectly involved in the feud to 
bring about diplomatic contacts. 
They will probably not lead to 
any quick results. 
But they 
may make it possible to con­ 
tinue diplomatic intercourse af­ 
te r the personal feud has re ­ 
ceded into the past. 
This may 
not be easy to do. But the U.N. 
should not grow weary of trying 
and it should not walk away from 
this, the central problem of the 
world. 
For the future will be intol­ 
erable for all mankind if the 
two greatest powers are not even 
on speaking term s.

THE NIXON QUESTION 


By Joseph Alsop 


En Route with Nixon 
In a remarkable political pam­ 
phlet published this week, Prof. 
Arthur Schlesinger Jj:. 
acidly 
describes Vice - President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon as a “ chameleon” 
with “ no political philosophy, no 
sense of history,” who is only 
preoccupied with the popularity 
of his public “ image.” 
This grim portrait of Nixon as 
a hollow man needs to be con­ 
sidered and tested, because of 
the kind of campaign for the 
presidency that Nixon has waged 
to date. 
If the Vice-President 
were laying his views on the line 
as the lite Robert A. Taft did, 
or even as Gov. Nelson A. Rocke­ 
feller has done, S c h l e s i n g e r 
could be ignored. But this is not 
the case. 
As described in a previous 
report, Nixon is using a standard, 
pre-tested campaign speech, just 
as Bob Taft used to. 
Nonethe­ 
less, the Nixon-Taft difference 
is far greater than the Nixon- 
Taft similarity. 
The Taft speech was artless, 
but it left no room for doubt 
about Taft’ s views, policies and 
character. 
The Nixon speech is

artful, emotional, packed with 
crowd appeal. But Nixon, in the 
old phrase, “ j u s t comes out 
strong in favor of an early spring 
and a late fall and against the 
man-eating shark.” 
You can 
read into the Nixon speech any 
kind of Nixon you may fancy, or 
any doubts you may feel. 


The report describing this cu­ 
rious standard speech of the 
V ice-President’ s h as 
evoked 
cries of outrage from Nixon ad­ 
m irers. 
But when this reporter 
suggested that the Nixon cam­ 
paign to date was almost all 
salesmanship with little solid 
substance, it was only a case of 
saying first, in*blunt term s, what 
the most committed Nixon parti­ 
sans are also beginning to say. 
On the present safari, in Man­ 
chester, Vt., the Vice-President 
was greeted with an editorial 
warning him not to try to “ tip­ 
toe into the Presidency” from his 
long-time supporter, the ultra- 
Right Wing publisher, William 
Loeb. In New York State, again, 
“ The Binghamton Sun,” which 
has indorsed Nixon, similarly 
welcomed its chosen candidate 
with an editorial declaring: “ It 
would be a fine thing if Mr. Nixon 
were to tell us today just what 
(are) his concepts....We would 
like to see him* get down to 
cases about the future of our 
country.” 
In short the void in the Nixon 
campaign is beginning to be wide­ 
ly sensed. 
Others are noting 
this void, beyond the narrow 
circle of those who must hear 
Nixon again and again applaud 
the obviously good, denounce the 
obviously bad, and offer such 
phrases as, “ We must move 
forward,” or, “ America can ne­ 
ver be second-best,” as his so­ 
lutions for all problems. 
The 
question arises, therefore, whe­ 
ther this void in his campaign 
means that Nixon himself really 
is a hollow man. 
In this reporter’ s opinion, tor 
what it may be worth, Nixon is 
by no means a hollow man. He is 
cool and calculating, certainly. 
He is also overly given to using 
the devices of television sales­ 
manship, which can be distaste­ 
ful in a serious politician. But 
the Nixon of today also has a view­ 
point, a commitment, a philoso­ 
phy; and these were openly and 
decisively expressed in Nixon’s 
famous Fifth Avenue Compact 
with Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller. 
It this opinion of Nixon is in­ 
deed correct, it may be asked why 
this commitment and this philo­ 
sophy were only expressed by the 
Vice-President on that one oc­ 
casion, and have not been heard 
about in the campaign itself. The 
answer is plain. 
Nixon may 


think like Rockefeller; but he does 
not wish to off end the Republicans 
who think like Sen. Barry Cold­ 
water; and he is also entangled 
in the record made by President 
Eisenhower. 
lf Nixon thinks like Rockefel­ 
ler, it is too bad that he has 
not talked like Rockefeller. If he 
had done so, the ground occupied 
by Sen. John F. Kennedy would 
have been automatically p re­ 
empted by the Vice-President. 
Kennedy would then have been 
pushed, angrily protesting, way 
out into left field. 
But Nixon 
has sought to avoid offending 
all the people who would have 
been bitterly offended if Nixon 
had campaigned like Rockefeller 
with President Eisenhower and 
the group William Loeb belongs to 
in the lead. 
So he is seeking 
victory by salesmanship. 
The result, at least thus far, 
has been a campaign with some? 
thing of the style of the cele­ 
brated “ Checkers” speech. 
In 
other words, the emphasis is pri­ 
marily personal and dramatic. 
The Nixon audiences hear all 
about Mrs. Nixon (that heroic 
woman), and “ my old daddy,” 
and what it was like to be in a 
kitchen with Khrushchev, and how 
they cheered the Nixons in Po­ 
land, and much else that is in­ 
teresting, even affecting, but ir­ 
relevant. 
Meanwhile, the Nixon 
audiences almost never hear re­ 
velations of attitude and view­ 
point, beyond the emotion-charg­ 
ed applause for the obviously 
good and ringing denunciations 
of the obviously bad. 
This style was effective in the 
“ Checkers” speech; and it was 
perhaps perm issible, too, in a 
speech of personal self-defense. 
But is it perm issible and will 
it be effective in a national cam­ 
paign for the presidency? 
The answer to this final riddle 
is by no means discernible as 
yet. Moreover, Nixon may sharp­ 
ly amend the style of his cam­ 
paign, either in the direction dp- 
sired by William Loeb, or in the 
direction desired by Gov. Rocke­ 
feller. For there is a detectable 
sag in the spirits of theNixon en­ 
tourage; and the sag suggests 
dawning fears about the long-run 
effectiveness of the present cam­ 
paigning style.

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GOP

NEW YORK. — When Vice- 
President Nixon proposed that 
Senator Kennedy curtail his dis­ 
cussion of America’s strength 
— or lack of it in the Kennedy 
view — during Prem ier Khrush­ 
chev’s stay in this country, he 
took a step that may well be 
unique in the annals of Ameri­ 
can politics. In effect, he was 
saying that the scope of the 
debate in a Presidential cam­ 
paign should be limited by the 
presence of a foreign visitor. 
Americans in the past have 
jealously resented any foreign 
interference in our elections. A 
British diplomat, LordSackville, 
was once soundly chastised for 
venturing to express a preference 
as between two candidates for 
President. 
Yet a great deal of the comment 
on Khrushchev’s appearance in 
New York turns on whether by his 
challenge to the West he has 
helped to enhance the claim of 
the Vice-President to experience 
in foreign policy and therefore 
has helped his chances of elec­ 
tion. 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller 
of New York was quick to say 
that the crisis precipitated by 
Khrushchev’s coming here had 
given Nixon a definite lift. 
The very fact that the inter­ 
vention of Khrushchev, if not in 
the political campaign then vio­ 
lently and forcefully in the East- 
West struggle in the United Na­ 
tions, should be weighed in these 
term s is a tribute to his power 
in the world 
It is a reflec­ 
tion of the uncertainties that 
beset America, and the impli- 
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cation of doubt over the course 
that has been followed in re ­ 
cent years seems plain enough. 
In one respect Khrushchev has 
since his arrival dominated the 
political campaign. 
By stealing 
the headlines and filling columns 
and columns of news he has made 
the task of the two candidates 
in holding public attention even 
more difficult than it was before. 
And that task had been hard 
enough even before the presence 
of this dominating, domineering, 
often primitively appealing pol­ 
itician. 
For that is just what he is 
— a politician on a global scale 
out to win friends and influence 
people wherever he can. 
He 
works at it tirelessly day and 
night whether he is here in New 
York, on tour in tile F ar East, 
or at home in the Kremlin. To 
watch him is to see two Krush­ 
chevs who complement each other 
and who by the Jedyll and Hyde 
rapidity with which they alter­ 
nate are constantly baffling his 
auditors. 
One is the M arxist-Lenini 
steeped in Communist orthodoxy 
who subscribes 
with 
childlike 
dogmatism to the inevitability o< 
capitalist 
downfall 
and Com­ 
munist supremacy. 
This is the 
Khrushchev who can stand before 
the General 
Assembly of the 
United Nations and for two and 
a half hours read a harangue 
chock-full of all the tiresom e 
old cliches about colonialism and 
imperialism. 
The other Khrushchev is the 
earthy, 
resourceful, humorous 
stump speaker and hand-shaker 
who could make an im pressive 
dent in the political life of al- 
rrfost any country. 
President 
Eisenhower 
brought 
him 
to 
America a year ago and sent him 
on a tour of the country. 
He 
chafed under official restraints 
and large, stuffy formal dinners 
and it was not until he went on 
his own version of a whistle- 
stop tour in California and got 
off the train and shook hands and 
kissed babies that he seemed 
really in his element. 
That visit a year ago and the 
talks at Camp David that came 
at the end of Krushchev’s cro ss­ 
country trip bear directly on Mr. 
K’s eruption in the current cam­ 
paign. 
It is against this back­ 
ground that the political conse­ 
quences of his latest visit must 
be judged. 
Whether because of the P resi­ 
dent’s natural desire to be a man 
of good will or because of a fail­ 
ure in preciseness of language, 
Khrushchev went home a year 
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ago with the definite belief that 
he had an altered status for B er­ 
lin. He felt this believe was con­ 
firmed when the President said 
at a press conference just after 
Khrushchev’s departure that the 
situation 
in 
Berlin was " a b ­ 
norm al.” 
At least once again 
Mr. Eisenhower used that term 
to describe the divided city and 
to suggest that the occupation 
status was outmoded. 
Then 
later 
in 
a series of 
speeches by the President’s sub­ 
ordinates this was specifically 
denied. 
It was said by the top 
officials 
in the State Depart­ 
ment that there could be no 
yielding on Berlin. 
Even the 
concessions made in the foreign 
m inisters' meeting of May, 1959, 
were to be withdrawn Then came 
the U -2episodeandKhrushchev’s 
friend — so he had described him 
to the world — President Eisen­ 
hower, asserted that the United 
States not only had a right to 
make such flights but would con­ 
tinue to do so. 
With this the two Khrushchevs 
were 
fused 
into 
one angry 
man with a strong motivation, 
both as an orthodox Communist 
and as a human being whose feel­ 
ings are close to the surface, to 
seek vindication. 
From that 
moment it was inevitable that 
Khrushchev, as a symbol of how 
foreign 
policy was conducted, 
should be at issue in the P re si­ 
dential campaign. 
Having counted on peace and 
prosperity as their fundamental 
theme, 
the 
Republicans were 
under the necessity of quickly 
‘ witching to “ who can best stand 
up to Khrushchev.” They could 
hardly have counted on his p er­ 
sonal intrusion into the cam­ 
paign. 
And they cannot yet be 
sure whether this is an asset 
or whether w'ith the sharp con­ 
trast between the visit of 1959 
and the visit of 1960 it is a lia­ 
bility.

About 1200 previously in­ 
eligible people in Warren and 
Chautauqua Counties now may 
become entitled to Social Security 
benefits. 
* * * 


Today I want to tell you about 
a part of the 1960 social security 
amendments which does not affect 
a large number of people, but is 
most important to those whom it 
does affect. 
They are widows, 
aged dependent parents, and dis­ 
abled children age 18 and ove/* 
— the survivors of workers who 
died before 1940, who will now 
be able to collect monthly social 
security benefits. 


Originally, the social security 
law provided benefits only for 
retired workers, 
The law was 
changed in 1939 to make benefits 
payable to the survivors and de­ 
pendents of workers, but until 
the 1960 amendments, no monthly 
benefits were provided for the 
survivors of workers who died 
before 1940. 


Under the new law, payments 
can be made to the widows of 
workers who died after March 
31, 1938, and before January I, 
1940; to their aged dependent 
parents; 
and to their disabled 
sons and daughters. 
To qualify for benefits a widow 
or dependent mother of a worker 


who died before 1940 must be 
62 years of age or over 
A 
dependent father must be 65 or 
over. 
A disabled son or daugh­ 
ter must have a disability so 
severe that it keeps him or her 
from doing any substantial gain­ 
ful work. 
Also, the disability 
must have begun before the child 
reached his 18th birthday. 


If you believe that you or some­ 
one you know may be eligible to 
get benefits as a result of this 
change in the law, remember, 
payments must be applied for. 
C all, write or visit your social 
security district office to ask 
about making an application. The

Proposing an amendment to article 
nine, section eight of the Con­ 
stitution of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, increasing the 
borrowing capacity of school dis­ 
tricts in order to reduce costs

Section I. The following amend­ 
ment to the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania is 
proposed in accordance with the 
provisions of the eighteenth article 
thereof:

That section eight, article nine 
of the Constitution of the Common­ 
wealth of Pennsylvania be amended 
to read:

Sectio n 8. T he debt of an y 
county, 
city, 
borough, 
township, 
school district, or other m unicipal­ 
ity or incorporated district, except 
as provided herein, and in section 
fifteen of this article, shall never 
exceed seven (7 ) per centum, ex­ 
cept school districts which shall 
never exceed fourteen 
(14) 
lier 
centum upon the assessed value of 
the taxable property therein, nor 
shall any such county, municipality 
or district incur any debt, or in­ 
crease its indeb tedness to an 
amount exceeding two (2> per cen­ 
tum, except school districts which 
shall not exceed five (5 ) per cen­ 
tum, upon iu cli assessed valuation 
of property, without the consent of 
the electors thereof at a public elec­ 
tion in such manner as shall he 
provided by law 
The debt of the 
city of Philadelphia may be in­ 
creased in such amount that the 
total debt of said city shall not ex­ 
ceed thirteen and one-half (13 Vs) 
per centum of the average of the 
annual assessed valuation of the 
taxable realty therein, during the 
ten years immediately preceding 
the year in which such increase is 
made, but said city shall not in­ 
crease its indebtedness to an 
amount exceeding three (3 ) per 
centum upon such average assessed 
valuation 
of realty, without the 
consent of the electors thereof at a 
public election held in such manner 
as shall he provided by law. No 
debt slia.ll be incurred by or on be­ 
half of the county of Philadelphia. 
In ascertaining the debt-incur­ 
ring capacity of the city of P h ila­ 
delphia at any time, there slwill 
be deducted from tile debt of said 
city so much of said debt as shall 
have been incurred, or is about to 
be in c u rre d , and the proceeds 
thereof expended, or about to be 
expended, 
upon 
any 
public 
im­ 
provement, or in construction, pur­ 
chase, 
or 
condemnation 
of 
any 
public utility, or part thereof, or 
facility therefor, if such public im­ 
provement or public utility, or part 
thereof, or facility therefor,.whether 
separately, or in connection with 
anv other public improvement or 
public utility, or part thereof, or 
facility therefor, 
may reasonably 
be expected to yield revenue in_ ex­ 
cess of operating expenses sufficient 
to pay the interest and sinking 
fund charges thereon. The method 
of determining stub amount, so to 
he deducted, shall be as now pre­ 
scribed. or which may hereafter be 
p rescrib ed by the G e n e ra l A s ­ 
sembly. 
In incurring indulge .ness 
for 
any purpose tile city of Philadel­ 
phia may issue its obligations ma­ 
turing not later than fifty 
(50) 
years from the date thereof, wilh 
provision for a sinking fund to 
he in equal or graded annual or 
other periodical instalments. \\ here 
any indebtedness shall he or shall 
have been incurred by said city of 
Philadelphia for the purpose of the 
construction 
or 
improvement 
of 
public works or utilities of any 
character, from which income or 
revenue is to he derived by said 
city, or for the reclamation of land 
to be used in the construction of 
wharves or docks owned or to he 
owned by said city, such obliga­ 
tions may he in an amount suffi­ 
cient to provide for, and may in ­ 
clude the amount of, the interest 
and sinking fund charges accruing 
and 
which 
may 
accrue 
thereon 
throughout the period of construc­ 
tion, and until the expiration of 
one year after the completion of 
the work for which said indebted­ 
ness shall have been incurred; and 
s: id city shall not he required to 
levy a tax to pay 6aid interest and 
sinking fund charges as required 
by section ten of this article until 
the expiration of said period of one 
year after the completion of said 
work.

Fred Astaire said that this 
year’s show would be his best and 
I think that it was. 
It’s pretty 
hard to top the very first of the 
Fred Astaire shows because it 
was — well, the first. 
It had 
impact, freshness, originality. 
E v e r y t h i n g afterwards would 
have to lose a bit. 
But, in the face of all that, 
this show grabbed you by the 
throat right at the outset and 
it never let go. 
Not only did it 
set a new high mark for tele­ 
vision, but it set a new high 
mark for anything else. 
Where 
else — on stage or screen or 
nightclubs or anywhere else — 
would you see a song number as 
witty, as stylish, as engagingly 
exuberant, 
impishly 
alive 
as 
“ Miss Otis Regrets?” 
There 
hasn’t anything that mixed melo­ 
dy, civilized lyric, charm, style, 
and grace like that on Broadway 
since the far off days of "The 
Bandwagon” (which starred Mr. 
Astaire) 
or 
"As 
Thousands 
Cheer.”

Then there was that numbei 
in which the F red Astaire dancers 
spoofed their own versatility — 
doing Russian, Spanish, gypsy, 
Calypso, 
an d what-have-you 
dances. It was a sort of roundelay 
of the dance and I don’t think 
I ever saw anything like it. Now 
that the ice has been broken, 
I imagine a lot of choreographers 
will do it again. 
Again, Mr. Astaire was team­ 
ed with Barrie Chase who has 
greatly improved as a dancer. 
The lx)dy was always something 
to be reckoned with but the skill 
with which she uses it has ad­ 
vanced mightily. 
This time in­ 
stead of Jonah Jones, Mr. Astaire 
gave us Count Basic’s marvelous 
band 
Basic and Astaire did 
“ Sweet Georgia Brown” together 
with a delicacy and lightness, 
fresh as spring water.

but this one, I thought, was just 
better than the previous one. 
More complex b o t h choreog­ 
raphically, m e l o d i c a l l y and 
storywise, more finished, more 
complete, more emotionally sat­ 
isfying. 
The great thing about the As­ 
taire shows — all of them — is 
that they make no apologies and 
no stoopings to popular tastes. 
Mr. Astaire does the best he can 
which is very good indeed (and 
sometimes just about perfection) 
and the public digs it all right. 
Whenever you find a performer 
worried about the limits of popu­ 
lar taste, you may safely set it 
down that he’s really worried 
about the limits of hi sown talent. 
The other great thing about 
these shows is that they are 
pure television. 
You won't find 
them anywhere else, and you 
won’t find anything this good 
anywhere else. 


“ Witness,” 
(Thurs. CBS-TV 
7:30-8:30) the new David Suss- 
kind show, is certainly the most 
interesting and original idea that 
has come along in some time. 
This is a taped show that is 
“ a simulated 
hearing” 
of 
a 
“ simulated committee,” not a 
courtroom, not a trial. The prin­ 
cipals include some of the most 
controversial figures of our time. 
The first, for example, was de­ 
voted to Charles “ Lucky” Luci­ 
ano and it’s as if a Kefauver 
committee called him to query' 
him about his whole life. 
Tliis is a very interesting life. 
The show had strong elements 
of the confessions of Zsa Zsa 
Gabor, “ Confidential,” and the 
old Kefauver hearings and I found 
it fascinating. 
What the show 
lacked, I felt, was some son of 
clear central motivation. What 
did 
this simulated committee 
want to know all this for? Also, 
the show — perhaps understand­ 
ably — lacks form. 
The pro­ 
cedure gets a little chaotic. 
Just the same, as a sort of 
televised profile, with swift sure 
strokes, you got quite a portrait 
of Mr. Lucky. 
The story about 
Luciano’s 
rubbing 
out 
thirty 
gangsters scattered in cities all 
over the country in the same night 
WdS news to me. The conclusion, 
announced with some fanfare, 
that the hearings had proved 
Luciano headed the Mafia was 
malarkey. 
It proved no such 
tiling. 
Telly Savalas was a very tough 
and convincing and rather loath­ 
some Luciano. 
The four com­ 
mittee members, all real lawyers 
who will continue week after 
week, are Charles Haydon, Wil­ 
liam F. X. Ceoghan, jr., Benedict 
Ginsberg, and Richard Steel and 
they were all impressive. (Law­ 
yers are certainly infiltrating 
television what with the “Verdict 
Is Yours” and all those court­ 
room things. Harvard law school 
will have to add a course on 
makeup pretty soon.) 
Coming up s o o n are “ hear­ 
ings” on such interesting people 
as James J. Walker, Bill Fallon,

ing the action through binoculars. 
Prothro wore a telephone head­ 
set connecting him with the 
bench. In f r ont of him were 
charts, rosters and statistics, 
Oregon State’s operational plans 
all prepared in advance. 
When Oregon State had the 
ball, Siegrist kept his glasses 
trained on the U. S. C. defense, 
hunting soft spots'. Before each 
•Scrimmage, Prothro selectedthe 
play and telephoned his back­ 
field coach, Doug Bradley, who 
relayed the instructions to an­ 
other staff member, who passed 
the word to a player, who car­ 
ried the message to the team.

CONFUSED BIRDS 


We recently spent a pleasant 
evening with friends who con­ 
sumed much time discussing the 
respective 
m erits 
of various 
birds on the spit. 
These gour­ 
mets of well done fowl were 
reasonably well informed on what 
to do with a piece of game once 
it has been dressed and made 
ready for cooking, but a s often 
is the case were not very well 
versed in the birds them selves. 
Again we suggest that it would 
be interesting to listen to an 
authority 
on wildlife, and e s ­ 
pecially the winged variety. So 
few of us are informed on the 
wonderland 
and 
its 
occu­ 
pants which are on every side, 
and the beauty of which we often 
praise. 
There is much pleasure to be 
found in the woods, the fields, 
and on the stream s, but it would 
be so greatly increased if what 
we saw had some meaning, and 
if we could indentify whatever we 
saw. Many of us have been away 


from the outdoors so rn any years 
that rusty minds will not recall 
what we once knew so well, and 
a refresher course is in order. 
But where do you obtain such 
information except from unsatis­ 
factory 
books. 
On-the-spot 
identification by those who know 
can be so much more effective 
than the printed page which often 
leaves doubt and befuddlement. 
An example of what we mean 
occurred during the evening men­ 
tioned above. 
There actually 
were people in this g^oup who 
have hunted grouse and enjoy 
eating the same, but they in­ 
sisted that a grouse is not a 
partridge. They tried to identify 
a partridge as 
some specific 
bird not seen in this area. 
Actually 
a 
partridge 
is 
a 
general term which covers many 
varieties of birds, including the 
ruffed grouse which we see here, 
and in the South they will identify 
the Bob White or the quail as 
partridge. 
And they will be 
correct.

Because their shooting 
is difficult a special season has 
been added this year and you 
can hunt grouse against the help­ 
ful white snow from December 
26 to January 2. 
This is the 
sam e extra season as that an­ 
nounced for bunnies. 
Pheasants and quail will be 
limited to the regular season, 
October 29 to December 3. You 
may 
shoot 
two 
pheasants or 
grouse a day, 
or eight in a 
season, and that grouse total is 
for both seasons. Quail may be 
shot in larger numbers, four 
a day and 14 a season. 
From there it is up to your 
taste, and there are some mighty 
chop-watering ways of serving 
every one of these birds. P er­ 
haps we will go into that later.
